‘Those who hate the Catholic Chureb 
and all churches welcome the act of Hyacin- 
the as an evidence of the general immorality 
of the Church, and appeal to it in evidence of 
the corruption and falsity of religion gener- 
ally. Nor can there be any doubt that the 
buld step of Hyacinthe has injured if not de 
stroyed his influence as arefurmer. His act 
had a personal meacing—a desire for person. 
al comfort or satisfaction—which suggest 
selfish ness and the absence of those qualities 
of self-denial and abnegation which belong 
to reformers. he extent of this injuty was 
seen at the Congress of Old Catuolics, at 
Cologne. Before his marriage no one wou!d 
have been more heartily welcomed or would 
have had more power and skill as & 
leader th n Father Hyacinthe. He has rare 
gifts.

highly rarified air in its front, inducing 
stronger currents to flow in, which, meeting 
the indraught, gave tae spiral or whirlwind 
form to the ascending current. 

During the fire a flock of ducks passed at a 
great height overhead, and the light reflected 
from their plumage made them appear as fire 
balls passing rapidly through the air. 
Many who saw them called them meteors, 
and likened them to the bails of fire 
said fo have no seen in the Northwest 
during the great fires in that region. As an 
example of the great heat diffused, I would 
state that during the night I exposed a ther- 
mometer im the observatory to the full glare 
of the fire, when it rose nearly five degrees, 
although placed upwards of two thousand 
feet from the burning district and dead to 
windward of it. No other phenomena oc- 
curred, the barometer rising slightly and the 
weather remained unchanged.

Her mother, Mrs. Mer- 
ritt, of Kentucky, was present on the occa- 
sion, together witu the entire company who 
are professionally supporting Mrs. Oates du 
ring her present tour. 

As everything coucgrning this sprightly ac- 
tress is of interest to the theatre-going pub- 
lic, we append a brief sketch of her career 
up to the present time. She was the wife of 
Mr. James A. Oates, a young leading actor of 
decided ability in the melodramatic line. 
Long before her adoption of the stage as a 
profession, she was known to a considerable 
as a singer of more than ordinary merit, and 
had supg in concerts’in various Southern 
towns and cities. In 1865, Mr. Oates was en- 
gaged as leading man at Wood’s theatre,

It ie said that Drew was caught In the trap 
by a device of Gould’s which was ingenious 
in iis way.

“singing ” the street on Erie, in which trans- 
action the latter was to eppear a bull. Drew 
joined in with the idea and went to work se 
cretly to buy up large blocks of Erie, locking 
them up in safes as fast as they were pur- 
chase’. The stock in this market was soon 
gobbled up, and as a consequence the price 
of Erie began to advance. Gou.d also bought 
Mrie largely at jow figures on the getart, but 
abstained from purchasing any when it began 
io advance. The sock rose to 564, and 
Gould ualcaded his entire intercet upon Drew, 
thereby neling a considerable profit. Drew, 
ignorent of the bad faith of his ally, and 
wondering at the large quantities of Erie 
stock which continued to flow in as he kept 
on purchasing, went it alone, and was making 
fair progress in buliing the market on his own 
account when Gould turnedacard. In some
